Farm Lands Ordered by 


Rail Commission.

Indianapolis, Incl.. April 25.—Reduced 


rates on crushed lime Btone for use jis 
a rebuilder of Indiana farm lands for all 
carriers in the state were ordered today 
by W. J. Wood, chairman of the Indiana 
railroad commission, which goes out of 
existence May 1, with tho creation 0 
the public service commission. 


The rates ordered by the commission 


whjch are to become efFeetive on or be 
fore Juno 15 and are to continue tw 
years, cut down the present tariff o 
crushed limestone to 35 cents a ton fn 
hauls of ten miles or under and to $1.4 
a ton on hauls of 325 to 35IJ miles. 


In ordering the reduction Chairma 


\Vood and the other members of til 
commission point out the immediate ac 
tion necessary on the part of Indiana 
farmers to avail themselves of this "in 
exhaustible supply" of land fertilizer 
"Limestone," continues the commission' 
order, "not onjy corrects acidity in tin 
soil, but its active principle is caicium 
one of tho essential elements for form 
ing rdant tissues,

UNITED STATES GARB. 


Secretary Bryan's Mission 


There is unusual public interest in the rather excep- 


tional mission of Secretary of State Bryan, who passed 
t&iough Fort Wayne today on his way to the Pacific 
coast. It is an effort upon the part of the federal govern- 
ment to advise in friendly manner with the state legis- 
lature of California regarding the proposed anti-alien land 
law which would prohibit the owning of land in that state 
by foreigners, and in which violation of United States 
treaty obligations is threatened. The situation is pecu- 
liar to California, and is of course manifestly an attempt 
to check the Japanese "invasion" of the state. That it is 
regarded as an extremely delicate one, involving the rela- 
tions of the United States with other countries as well as 
with Japan, is evidenced by the promptitude with which 
Washington has issued a protest against the enactment of 
the law in its proposed form and has tendered its offices 
In an advisory capacity to evolve some form of statute 
which will give results satisfactory to California and at 
the same time avoid grounds for charges of bad faith 
against the United States for violation of treaty pacts en- 
tered into with other nations. Recent history, at least, 
does not supply any counterpart of the present California 
situation. There is a manifest disposition in Washington, 
and quite properly, too, to permit the states the largest 
latitude in the settlement of their affairs consistent with 
the national good. Beyond this point it ia unsafe to go, 
tnd we do not believe the citizens of California, on sober 
lecond thought, will desire to overstep the line of safety 
which Secretary Bryan purposes to mark for them when 
\e reaches Sacramento.

INCREASING THE ARMY. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


One thing is patent, and that is that 


the new secretaries of the navy and of 
war under President Wilson have come 
to their positions bringing with them 
ideas. We have already commented on 
the activities of 
Secretary 
Josephus 


Daniels in requiring a certain amount 
of Bca^iervice from naval officers be- 
fore promotion; in issuing positive or- 
ders regarding hazing nt Annapolis, and 
in his much-discussed order doing away 
with "port" and "starboard" from the 
naval vocabulary. Now comes Secretary 
of War Garrison with his ideas as to 
how the United States army should be 
increased. 


At the outlet the secretary of war 


h«§ no Illusions on the score of uni- 
versal peace or tho army not being 
needed. He notes the activity of tho 
European navy yarda, tho increase of 
Ihe German army, the discussion of 
lonacription in Great Britain and he 
(•altxca that the military forces of the 
United StRtes, though they may not 
p* actively needed for a long time, 
Ihould promptly be prepared to meet 
kny 
emergency 
that 
may 
possibly 


That the army should be kept up to 


UH present numerical strength ho is 
quite agreed. 
Ho thinks that a stand- 


ing army of 80,000 men is a quite small 
enough nucleus and that in addition to 
this there must be a reserve force cre- 
ated. 
He suggests that this can best 


be dono by shortening the term of en- 
listment from four years to two. Thus, 
he believes, twice as many men would 
be trained every four years, and though 
half of them would go back to civil life 
every two years, they would there re- 
main as a rcnervc force, trained and 
fairly etllcient, to be culled upon when 
the country needed them. 


Besides this hn proposes a marked 


improvement in the militia fortes of 
the various states. Hn would have, these 
troops made into efficient soldicra so 
that they would be .available in erner- 
gcnoicB, and this, of course, could be 
dono by bringing the militia closer in 
touch with the regular forces of the 
government.

Harrison's suggestions lies in the fact 
that they do away at once with the 
question of compulsory ncrvice, an idea 
that is repugnant to many Americans 
and for which, as a. matter of fact, 
there is no real need.

this vegetable with the French people, 
who may he said to be the good nooks 
and good eaters of our day, is interest- 
ing in connection with thn traditions of 
its eonim»n uso iimong the Komans, a 
people who perhaps more than any of 
their contemporaries made cooking 
a 


(inn art. Cato and Columella spoke very 
highly of it, and ['liny described n port 
that grew near Ravenna, yielding shoots 
so large that three of them would weigh 
a pound. 


The chemical properties of asparagus, 


as given by Dr. Wiley, are: Water, 
;)3.08; ash, .87; protein, 1.83; fiber, .74; 
sugar, starch, etc., 2.55, and of fat .25. 


Apart from its excellent flavor, as- 


paragus has art undoubted value as 
a. 


"clearer" of the kidneys. 


There is now manufactured what 
is 


termed an "asparagus kettle," which is 
really a necessity if the best results 
are to be obtained in the cooking of this 
plant. 
A bunch is laid on a drainer, 


which fits into the kettle, and when 
the asparagus is done it-can be lifted 
out of the water without breaking the 
heads. However, in the absence of this 
utensil the next best tiling is to exer- 
cise great cure in the handling of 
life 


vegetable. 
Endeavor to stand the as- 


paragus up in the saucepan so that the 
green tops will be at least an inch above 
tho surface, in order that tho stalks 
may bo well cooked before the heads 
aro broken. 
The time for cooking var- 


ies according to its age and freshness, 
from ten minutes to a half hour being 
about the usual time. One or two ta- 
blcspoonfuls of vinegar aro sometimes 
put in the water, which helps to retain 
tin; green color of the vegetable. 
In 


preparing asparagus for cooking, great 
care should be taken to use only the 
top and that part of the stalk which 
breaks easily, in order that thoro may 
be no tough portions 1n the dish when

it reaches tho tabfl. 
(The tough por- 


tions may be used to flavor soups.) 
Some people advise boiling for some 
time, such 'pieces of the stalks as are 
used before putting in the softer tops. 


It may help some busy homemaker, 


who has fallen into a routine of cook- 
ing certain things in just one way, to 
paste these recipes of mine in her cook 
book. 


Creamed Asparagus 


Take only the heads of the aspara- 


gus, as much as required, and put them 
into boiling water with a little salt. 
Boil about fifteen minutes. Meanwhile, 
prepare some square bits of bread, with- 
out the crust, by scraping out the ccn 
ter of each piece, putting in a bit of 
butter and frying or baking until the 
bread turns a yellow or light brown. 
After draining the asparagus place it 
in the holes in the toasted bread, tak- 
ing care to keep all hot: then take halt 
a pint of cream and heat to the boilinj. 
point, to which add the yolks of four 
eggs, and stir until thick. Take it ofT 
the fire and add u little sprinkling of 
salt and pepper. Pour over the aspara- 
gus and bread and serve hot.

by the Floods. 


IDLE FOR MANY DAYS 


Inquiry at the railroad shops and 


factories of the city reveals thn fact 
that the greatest losers from the re- 
cent overflow 
of the rivers in Fort 


Wayne were the men and women who 
work in the shops and stores and on 
the railroads. 
A conservative estimate 


of the loss by the flood in Fort Wayne 
has been placed at $1,000,000, and the 
people who are classed as wage earners 
sustained one-half of it. 
Only two of 


fho big 
industries 
in the city—the 


iVayne Knitting 
mills 
and the Fort 


Wayne Rolling mills—suffered a great 
property loss, and the losses of these 
two concerns was far below the loss 
in property damage and wages sustained 
>y their employes. 
All the industries 


lave repaired the damages and are run- 
ning full blast again, but many of tho 
aboring men and women whose homes 
were inundated have not yet repaired 
;he damages to the houses nor replaced 
;he furniture, and some of them will 
not recover from the financial blow for 
many months. 
The aggregate loss of 


;his class will probably never be known. 
During the week of the flood many 
of the factories were unable to operate. 
Some were inundated and others had 
to close down because of the

WILL RADIUM STAY DEATH. 


German Scientist Believes Life Can Bo 


Prolonged. 


London, April 25. —That radium can 


refiiore the hardened arteries of middle- 
aged persons to a healthy condition and 
FI> prolong life was the claim made by 
Dr. Snubermann, of Berlin, in a lecture 
here before the Roentgen society. The 
apparatus which will manufacture this 
"elixir of youth" is simple. It consists 
of an earthenware receptacle containing 
a minute amount of rndium, which is 
placed at tho bottom of a glass bottle. 
The bottle is filled with water. In time 
the water becomes charged with radium 
emanations. The rndium remains active 
for hundreds of years, so it is only ne- 
cessary to renew tho water In order to 
get any number of doses.

Floods nnd low water, with their at- 


tending loss of life and property, caving 
in river bunks and shifting channels, soil 
erosion, sandbars and other impedimenta 
to navigation are nil due to one cause: 
The too rapid run-off of ia.ln. 
What 


is needed in the rivers is not alternating 
extremes of high and low water, but 
steadiness nnd stability of flow; and 
what is needed on land to prevent soil 
erosion anJ other destruction by floods 
is precisely the same thing which will 
make the flow of rivers stable; that is 
to siiy, the obstruction of run-off. 
Wo 


should sto» the waste of water, of pow- 
er, of soil fertility nnd of destruction 
by unnecessary floods and make water 
what it was intended, to b«, a blessing 
nnd a source of profit instead of a 
curse. 


My proposal is simply that a compe- 


tent body 
organized 
to 
study the 


problems involved and formulate plans 
for the co-ordinated benefit of all in- 
terest* affected, and that then ample 
funds bo 
provided 
for carrying out 


those plans in the most substantial and 
scientific manner. 


First among the means of obstructing 


run-off Is the preservation of our for- 
ests where they still exist and the re- 
planting of them so fnr as possible, 
where they have been dcstroj'od. Every 
man who has lived in a wooded country 
knows how the dead leaves, branches 
nml undergrowth 
hold the water in 


check, causing it to soak, into the soil 
nnd forming si spongy blanket over the 
earth from which the water oozes slow- 
ly into the rills. 


A second means of obstructing run- 


olf is the proposed construction of dams 
l"r the foimatiyii of large reservoirs at 
selected sites on the headwaters of tlie 
streams. This simply means that it is 
believed munch water can be impounded 
to exercise a considerable restraining 
inlliiciicc on Hoods ami at the same time: 
to promote navigation by letting out 
(lie stored water to reinforce the flow 
in time* of drought. 


As tin- storing of water in this man- 


lier would iTratr. vast water power, the 
eost of ihe works could be repaid, in 
part at Irani, by selling the power. If 
reservoirs ircate floods when they break, 
then they will prevent Hoods when they 
hold fast. 
Let us Imilil the kind that du 


not brejik. 


A third r.ie.-ins to tlie same end is the 


deepening, widening and straightening 
of river channelx. the building of levees 
ami I he laving of revetments along the 
bunks. These are the methods now nnd 
heretofore pursue,], and there is no dis- 
|nitr about their propriety, always pro- 
vided the work is done in a comprehen- 
sive wny. 


A fourth menus of river regulation 


and 
Mood prevention, and perhaps tlm 


most important one, is the prevention of 
noil erosion and the storage of water 
in the soil itself. 


When wnUr 
fulls 
from 
the clouds 


upon the ground it either runs off or is 
absorbed. To thn extent to which it is 
absorbed it, moisten* the ground and 
i» held for a longer or shorter period; 
and, according to the, extent, to which 
il. rniiH off, it carries away with it part 
of the soil itself, which is called soil 
erosion. Cultivation, as now ordinarily 
practiced, affords 
(ho 
most favorable 


conditions for rapid run-off and com- 
paratively slight absorption. 


If the absorption 
find retention of 


moisture in the soil of uncultivated land 
should be increased, the following re- 
sults would follow: Soil loss by ero?*i»n 
would be greatly reduced, run-off would 
he diminished, floods would be checked, 
failure of crops hy drought would be 


abolished and navigation would be fa- 
cilitated. 


The HUMUS by which this can be ac- 


complished are by plowing tho surface 
of the Soil in such a way aa to hold 
back as much as possible'of the rain- 
fall and to cause it to sink into the 
ground instead of running off. Where 
this is practiced the plowing is done, in 
narrow "lands." so that there are al- 
ternate fiinows and ridges. If thn field 
is stuping or hilly, the plows follows 
the contour of tin: level land. Thus the 
water is collected in level furrows and 
between them the ridges Bland guard. 
This method of plowing offers no ob- 
stacles to the planting and cultivation 
of crops. 
Long experiment has demon- 


strated 
its ellectiveness in increasing 


absorption and preventing run-off. 


The co^t of tile, works necessary for 


these plans would be large. 
It would 


bo easy <o startle people hy the, presen- 
tation of large figures, into thn belief 
that such proposals arc impracticable!. 
The imtion is upending more than a bil- 
"iim dollars annually upon its running 
expenses. 
Nobody proposes to expend 


a« much as that upon these forms of 
conservation in any one year, or two or 
five, but, 
if the investment of half of 


such n sum within a period of ten years 
would givo us navigable rivers, prevent 
ordinary floods, mitigate extraordinary 
ones, stop soil erosion, increase our tim- 
ber supply, prevent crop failures and 
make thousands of new homes for men 
and women, then I nm for spending it. 


Such are some, of the means which 


could be. and f believe ought to be,

SOME FEATURES 


ARE INTERESTING 


Study of Proposed Income 


Tax Section of the 


Tariff Bill. 


AS TO CORPORATIONS 


BY GILSON GARDNER. 


Washington, April 25.—Study of the 


proposed income tax section of the tar- 
iff hill reveals a number of interesting 
features. 
One of these is the way it 


operates or income derived from cor- 
porations. The corporation itself pays 
a 1 per cent tax on all its income. This 
applies to the little and the hig. It hits 
the $5,000 corporation just the same as 
the I'niled 
States 
Steel corporation. 


But the income which, an individual de- 
rives from a corporation is treated dif- 
fervently. 
This falls linger the gradu- 


ated scale tax. The bigger the income 
the highc.- the rate. 
Up to $20,000 a 


year, a stockholder's income from for- 
poration dividends is exempt, from taxa- 
tion. On a dividend income over $20,000 
a stockholder pays 1 per cent, and above 
$f>0,000 -1 per cent, and above SJlOtl.OOO 3 
per cent. 
This is intended to put the 


heavier tax burden on the rich and to 
relieve to a certain extent the small in- 
vestor, the widow and the orphan hav- 
ing a litth stock in a corporation. 


It ia pointed out by the friends of 


the i.roposcd provision that this Hat 
1 per ccn1; lax on corporation income 
is much superior to the fraduatcd tax 
on tin1 corporation's income. 
]f 
the 


corporation were compelled to pr.y the 
graduated tax it 
would fall on the 


holder of one share in the same pro- 
portion as the holder of ten or a thou- 
sand shrnvs. 
The present hill, by col- 


lecting from 
investors and exempting 


Hie small stock incomes prevents this 
and plai-cs the heavier burden of t a x - 
< i > . n i i mi tin' large stockholder, who has 
a comparatively larger income. 


But why not. dodge the stock income 


tax by 
subdividing 
the investment* 


among many different corporations? 
In 


order to prevent this, the law provides 
that in assessing incomes from dividends 
nil the dividends from all sources must 
he treated as a lump sum. 
Thus the 


man who has an income of $50.00)1, even 
though it conies from fifty different cor- 
porations in $1,000 lots, will come un- 
der the provision requiring payment of 
an income tax on the basis of 2 per 
cent on all above $20,000. 


The comparatively poor man, whose 


income 
fri-ra stock dividends is less 


than .$20.000, while, he escapes . the di- 
rect tax on hia income, pays a pro- 
portion by reason of the 1 per cent tax 
on all corporation earnings, which is 
taken from the corporation directly be- 
fore the earnings are distributed. 


Regardless of the source of the in- 


come, the law provides that private in- 
comes up to $4.000 are exempt. 
Be- 


tween $4.000 and $20.000 they are sub- 
ject to a 1 per cent tax; over $20,000 
and i n to $50,000 they pay 2 per cent; 
over $30.000 and up to $100.000 they pay 
3 per cent; and all above $100,000 is 
subject to a 4 per cent tax.

Rockefeller, where the income is not 
less than four million dollars n year,
